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Record Numbers Expected at Polls; 
Democrats Lead in Registration

Nationwide an energized 
electorate is expected to 
vote in record numbers on 
Tuesday, November 3. The 
three-way presidential race 
and debates, an ailing eco¬ 
nomy with its underlying 
deficit and unemployment, 
and issues of change and 
character have stirred the 
voting population's interest 
and emotions in a big way. 
Indeed, this has been a vola¬ 
tile election year. 

With the election just days 
away, candidates remain uneasy 
as they face an electorate that is 
discontented and still shifting 
around. In dealing with this un¬ 


known, candidates continue to 
scramble and are expected to 
campaign up to the last minute. 

In the intense presidential con¬ 
test, Governor Bill Clinton and 
running mate Albert Gore, Jr., 
Democrats, have held a lead in 
the polls over President George 
Bush and Vice-President Dan 
Quayle, Republicans, since the 
summer conventions. With the 
reentry of Independent Ross 
Perot and his running mate, 
James Stockdale, it is uncertain 
at whose expense a vote for 
Perot would come. 

Competing also for president 
and vice-president respectively, 
are: Andre Marrou and Nancy 
Lord, Libertarian Party; and 
Lenora B. Fulani and Maria 
Elizabeth Munoz, Alliance Party. 

In Greenbelt, where Democrats 
now hold a 2.7 to 1 margin (see

A Summary 

County and State Ballot Questions 


by James Giese 

Voters will be asked to de¬ 
cide upon six state ballot 
referendum questions and 
four county ques'tions. A 
proposal to seek approval 
for a more liberal abortion 
law has drawn the most pub¬ 
licity and created the great¬ 
est controversy. 

Proposals petitioned to 
referendum to place further 
restrictions on the county's 
taxing authority and to limit 
to two the number of terms 
to which a county council- 
member or county executive 
can be elected have drawn 
the greatest publicity at the 
county level. 


Abortion. State question #6 
is to approve the new state law 
governing abortions. The more 
restrictive state law currently on 
the books has been invalidated 
by the Supreme Court decision 
in Roe v. Wade. The new law 
would ensure that more liberal 
abortion regulations would con¬ 
tinue to be in place if the Su¬ 
preme Court should reverse ii- 
self. Otherwise Maryland 
would again be regulated by the 
more restrictive law still on the 
books. Besides the conflicting 
issues of “Freedom of Choice” 
versus “Right to Life,” oppon¬ 
ents are concerned that the pro¬ 
posed law is too liberal as relates 
to parental notification require¬ 
ments for unmarried minors, late 
term abortions and the regula¬ 
tion of referral fees. Proponents 
believe that' other laws on the 


book effectively regulate these 
matters and that provisions that 
abortions be performed by li¬ 
censed physicians and regulated 
by the state Department of 
Health assure that abortions will 
be performed in a safe manner. 

Tax Limitations. County ballot 
question D would limit the in¬ 
crease in the amount of property 
tax revenues in any one year to 
no more than the increase in the 
consumer price index (CPI) or 
five percent, whichever is less. 
Proponents believe that present 
restrictions that limit the county 
tax rate to $240, the amount 
presently levied, and which pre¬ 
vent property assessments from 
increasing by more than 10 per¬ 
cent a year are inadequate. 
Opponents note that the proposal

A Review 

The Children’s Hour Players 
Deserve a Larger Audience

The Greenbelt Arts Center production of “The Chil¬ 
dren's Hour" opened Friday night, October 23 at Berwyn 
Presbyterian Church. It was unfortunate that the audience 
was small, for this is a good presentation of that play. 


"The Children's Hour” was 
written by Lillian Heilman, 
whose works combined insight 
into psychological weakness and 
concern with the social issues 
of her time. This pl^y is the story 
of a willful and resentful stu¬ 
dent, Mary, who constantly lies 
to get out of trouble and who 
bullies her fellow students. It 
is also about her two teachers, 
Karen and Martha, who are the 
object of Mary's resentment. 
When Mary accuses her teach¬ 
ers of being lovers, everyone's 
lives are changed forever. As 
the play progresses, it builds to¬ 
ward a dramatic climax. 

Meverette Smith is superb as 
Mary; her performance is remin¬ 
iscent of a “bad seed” type of 

character and is chilling at 


times. Mary Monet and Julie 
Marlette-Eckhardt are both ex¬ 
cellent in their roles as the 
teachers. Monet brings a light¬ 
heartedness to her role as Karen 
that contrasts with Marlette- 
Eckhardt's serious and complex 
portrayal of Martha. 

The supporting players are all 
good in their roles and add to 
the audience's enjoyment of this 
play. Trix Whitehall is particu¬ 
larly effective as Martha's aunt, 
Mrs. Mortar. 

The stage setting is simple, 
but works well, given the con¬ 
straints of the church hail. 

All in all, “The Children’s 
Hour” is an entertaining produc¬ 
tion. The Arts Center has done 
a good job with this play and 
deserves larger audiences.

ten vintage “trailers” to show.

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Vote Tuesday 

As four nationally televised debates and innumerable 
campaign messages have made clear, on Tuesday voters 
will once again be asked to select a president and vice 
president. However, Greenbelters may be less aware that 
there are other offices on the ballot: U.S. Oongressmember, 
U.S. Senator and several judges. Although there are no 
local races this year, state and county referendum questions 
are on the ballot regarding abortion, term and tax limita¬ 
tions and other issues. It is unfortunate that a shortage 
of funds has caused the county elections office not to send 
sample ballots to voters this year. 

Serious issues face our country in the next four years. 
We urge all registered voters to participate in choosing the 
representatives who will have the responsibility to decide 
these issues. Please VOTE! 

Our Recommendations 
On Ballot Questions 

Ten questions are on the ballot at the November 3 elec¬ 
tion. 

Establishing a Contingency Fund: County Question A. 
We support this proposal for the county to practice fiscal 
prudence by establishing a contingency fund. 

Revising Budget Schedule: County Question B. We 
support. This proposal to delay the budget schedule by 15 
days could help county budgeteers prepare a better budget. 

Term Limits: County Question C. We oppose. Al¬ 
though incumbents have an advantage over other candi¬ 
dates, term limitations is not the solution. 

It is the voters who return those officials to office or 
throw them out. We believe that voters have the power 
now to elect challengers and we oppose any restrictions on 
their power to reelect officials who are doing a good job. 

Tax limits. County Question D. We oppose this pro¬ 
posal to cap property tax revenues. Existing restrictions 
already limit the maximum tax rate that can be levied to 
$2.40 and also limit to 10 percent the annual increase in 
individual property assessments. The proposed restriction 
is poorly crafted and does not limit an individual’s property 
tax bill. 

We are particularly concerned that the restriction ap¬ 
plies to growth resulting from new development and that 
the county would not get extra money from these develop¬ 
ments to pay the cost of the new services they would need. 
Also, the county would not fully benefit from added assess¬ 
ments for business property. We are concerned that this 
proposal will seriously curtail the county’s ability to raise 
funds needed for education, public safety and other impor¬ 
tant services in the face of continuing cutbacks in aid from 
the state. 

Civil Court Procedures: State Questions #1, #2, #3, 
and #4. We support. These four questions streamline 
Maryland civil court procedures. The first two we/.ld reduce 
the size of juries in civil cases from 12 to six. The other 
two would eliminate jury trials if the amount of money in 
dispute is less than $5,000. 

Writing County Charters: State Question #5. We take 
no position. This proposal, which does not affect our county, 
would give charter boards an extra six months to write a 
county charter. 

Abortions: State Question #6. We take no position 
on this ballot question to approve or reject a new state law 
governing abortions. Voters should be aware that a “FOR" 
vote will put the new law with fewer restrictions on abortion 
into effect. An “AGAINST” vote would continue the state’s 
previous law that contains more restrictive conditions and 
that presently is not in effect, but could become law again if 
the Supreme Court reversed itself on Roe v. Wade.

2 Edged Sword 


Last week's News Review had 
a very fine letter by Jordan 
Choper on Questions C and D. 
I agree with everything he wrote. 
Tax limitation will bring us back 
to the years of TRIM, which was 
quite harmful to our county, es¬ 
pecially our schools. 

The question on term limita¬ 
tions is truly a two-edged sword. 
It will put out good as well as 
bad office holders. Also it will 
mean that the voters will not 
have a real choice and will not 
be able to vote for all their fa¬ 
vorite candidates. 

There is some point to having 
term limits on executive posi¬ 
tions. The County Executive for 
instance should not be allowed 
to dominate the county for the 
rest of his life. For legislative 
positions it is a different story. 
Each member of the County 
Council and the state assembly 
is only one among many. 

More important is adopting a 
new, more democratic system of 
voting such as proportional rep¬ 
resentation (PR). It is a pref¬ 
erential system with each voter 
voting (1) for their first choice, 
(2) for their second choice, etc. 
The result is that any party or 
group of voters with, say, 20% 
of the voters will elect 20%. It 
also means that all members of 
the legislative body must keep 
on their toes. If any member 
tries to remain in otfice for a 
lifetime without doing a first 
rate jab, that member can easily 
be defeated. 

I hope voters will vote against 
questions C and D and instead 
work for electoral reform.

County Gets Funds 
For Bike Trails 

The Anacostia Trails System 
in Prince Georges County got 
a big boost on Saturday, Sep¬ 
tember 12 as Maryland Secretary 
of Transportation James Light- 
hizer presented a check for $1.4 
million for completion of the 
bike and pedestrian paths. The 
entire project will cost $4 mil¬ 
lion. The funds come from the 
Intermodal Surface Transporta¬ 
tion Efficiency Act of 1991 which 
was set up by Congress to en¬ 
courage state use of revenue 
sharing funds for alternate 
means of transportation such as 
bicycle corridors. 

The system includes the bike 
trail along the Northeast Branch 
of the Anacostia (Indian Creek) 
ending at Greenbelt Road.

SENIOR HOUSING CO-OP 
ON GCCS AGENDA 

A mailing has gone out recent¬ 
ly to members of Greenbelt Con¬ 
sumer Cooperative (GOC) an¬ 
nouncing the date for the next 
annual meeting, to be he14 Sat¬ 
urday, October 31, at 10:15 a.m. 
at the Greenbelt Library. Among 
items on the coop's agenda, be¬ 
sides reports from the board and 
managers of the supermarket and 
the gas station, is an issue that 
was brought up previously in the 
last few years—the possibility 
of foundling a new housing coop¬ 
erative for senior citizens. 

The Housing Committee of 
GOC has explored several options 
during this time, such as a con¬ 
troversial suggestion to construct 
a several-story apartment build¬ 
ing behind the library and adja¬ 
cent to the renovated Center 
School. Other locations have also 
been studded and discarded by the 
committee, which is headed by 
Jim Cassels. Among these were 
the Candy Cane City area, a site 
near St. Hugh's in the lake park 
and a location on Hamilton Place 
opposite the Greenbelt Homes 
service building. 

Now, according to an informa¬ 
tional enclosure in the letter to 
members, the Housing Commit¬ 
tee has been negotiating with 
the owner of a “sound, beautiful, 
well-located elevator building” in 
the city on the possibility of pur¬ 
chasing the 178-apartment struc¬ 
ture for a bousing cooperative 
for persons at least 55 years old. 
An engineering study of the 
building has already been made, 
the committee reports, and an 
appraisal is awaited. 

At the October meeting, GCC 
members will be asked to study 
a proposal and, if they approve 
it, to authorize the board to lend 
up to $50,090 from the reserve 
fund for a projected new senior 
housing cooperative. The one- 
year loan would help to pay 
settlement costs for the building. 

An election will also bf held 
to fill the expiring terms of Joe 
Timer and Tom Lammone as 
members of the GOC board. Both 
are seeking re-election.

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Officers Lanier, Sullivan 



Greenbelt Police Officers Mi¬ 
chael Lanier and Richard Sulli¬ 
van were presented with a spe¬ 
cial tribute at the regular city 
council meeting on September 29 
in which they were recognized 
for their heroic efforts last July 
1 to rescue an injured driver 
from a burning vehicle. Gity 
Manager Daniel Hobbs read a 
prepared statement describing 
the terrifying events of that 
night. Poliowing Hobbs' account, 
both men were presented With 
engraved pens and formally 
awarded with special plaques 
commemorating their work. 

In Hobbs 1 narrative concern¬ 
ing the events of that night, he 
recounted how Officer Lanier, 
was travelling near the inter¬ 
section of Kenilworth Avenue 
with the Beltway, saw a vehicle 
run a red light and nearly col¬ 
lide with his police car, Lanier 
recognized the vehicle as closely 
resembling one reported stolen 
by Montgomery County police 
and subsequently chased by one 
of their vehicles until the two 
had collided, leaving the police 
vehicle disabled. 

Taking evasive action to avoid 
an accident himself, Lanier saw 
the violator continue north on 
Kenilworth Avenue, where his 
car ran another red light at the 
next intersection, this time col¬ 
liding with another car- Giving 
chase, Lanier saw the suspect 
leave his vehicle and flee on 
foot. Exiting his own vehicle, 
Lanier started to give chase, fol¬ 
lowing the suspect who he knew 
was alleged to have a sawed-off 
shotgun. 

Suddenly hearing an explosive 
sound, Lanier turned around to 
see that the other car involved 
in the collision had burst into 
flames and that its driver was 
in danger. At that point Lanier 
abandoned pursuit of the flee¬ 
ing suspect in order to try to free 
the driver of the other vehicle, 
who was wedged beneath the 
crushed metal. Unfortunately 
Lanier was driven back by the 
heat and flames. 

Lanier was then joined by Of¬ 
ficer Sullivan, who used a fire ex¬ 
tinguisher to keep the flames 
away from the driver. Both men 
stayed dangerously dose to the 
burning vehicle in their effort to 
save the driver, knowing that at 
any time the fuel tank might 
explode. Luckily the Greenbelt 
Volunteer Fire Department's 
crew and apparatus arrived 
quickly >to extinguish the blaze 
before the worst happened. 

An account of these events was 
repeionted at the time in the 
News Review, but the fate of the 
driver of the damaged vehicle 
was then unknown. Hobbs report 
ed that although he was rescued 
by the courageous work of the 
Greenbelt officers, his injuries 
were severe and he died two 
weeks later.

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Council Gets a Big Surprise

When City Councilmembers took their seats at the reg¬ 
ular meeting on September 29, they looked perplexed. The 
agenda for the evening was non-controversial. So why, they 
appeared to wonder silently, were there a contingent of 
police on one side of the aisle and another group of active 


citizens on the other side? 

“You had us in a terrible state 
of anxiety,” Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld told the audience afterwards. 
What council did not know was 
that two police officers were to 
be honored (see separate story) 
and that a special surprise was 
in store. 

When Park and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory Board Chair Lola Skolnik 
rose to speak, council members 
squirmed uneasily in their chairs 
when she informed tfiem that 
PRAB had received a number of 
comments from citizens about the 
recently adopted Attick Park 
Master Plan. PRAB, she said, 
had prepared an exhibit on the 
■matter. 

Ever courteous, Council appear¬ 
ed notably uncomfortable. Their 
bland expressions spoke silent¬ 
ly: “This can't be happening, we 
adopted the Lake Park plan two 
weeks ago after decades of plan¬ 
ning and hearings. What's going 
on?” 

Finally, the cat was let out 
of the bag. Skolnik signaled 
Recreation Director Hank Irving 
and Recreation Department em¬ 
ployee Joe McNeal, who wheeled 
in a dolly piled high with large 
boxes containing a portion of 
lake park studies, reports and 
revisions of master plans cover¬ 
ing more than 20 years. Public 
Works Director Carl Hirsch fol¬ 
lowed pushing a huge trash 
recycling bin. 

“What you see here,” Skolnik 
told council, “might be what 
each of you got in one year. We 
come here tonight to honor 
Council for finally adopting a 
master plan for the Lake Park.” 

Relieved c o u n c i 1 members 
smiled broadly and joined PRAB 
and Lakeside Citizens Association 
members, city staff and others 
in dumping the materials into 
the recycling bin.

In fact, the meeting 
was recessed for everyone to 
enjoy sparkling cider and at¬ 
tractively decorated cakes—one 
depicting the lake park with 
these words, “We finally did it 
and congratulations to all.”

can still result in individual 
homeowners' taxes increasing by 
10 percent in a year, while the 
county would be prevented from 
obtaining extra tax revenues 
from new developments needed 
to pay the cost for services they 
would require. The county council 
has approved CB-88, which would 
impose for one year a restriction 
limiting assessment increases on 
homes to not more than the in¬ 
crease in the CPI or 5%, which¬ 
ever is the less. This law, how¬ 
ever, does not prevent new de¬ 
velopments from being taxed at 
full value, nor does it place re¬ 
strictions on the increases in 
assessments for business prop¬ 
erties. OB-88 is only effeet ; ve 
if this referendum fails. It has 
-been proposed that if the refer¬ 
endum does fail, CB-88 should 
be made a permanent county 
regulation by amending the char¬ 
ter at the next county election. 

Term Limitations. County bal¬ 
lot question C, if approved, would 
limit the numiber of four year 
terms to two to whish a person 
could be elected to either the 
county council or the office of 
county executive. The proposal 
would be retroactive. Six mem¬ 
bers of the nine-member county 
council, including the Greenbelt 
representative, Richard Castaldi, 
and the county executive would 
not be eligible to run for another 
term if the ballot question is 
approved. Advocates claim that 
incumbents, through use of their 
office, have an unfair advantage 
over challengers at elections and 
that they become beholden to 
special interests who contribute 
to their campaigns. Opponents 
note that voters lose their right 
to choose by the restrictions, 
that incumbents in their second 


terms can become irresponsible 
“lame-ducks,” and that special 
interests can still influence office 
holders by making campaign con¬ 
tributions. 

Civil Court Juries. State Ques¬ 
tion #1 and #2 Would amend 
the state constitution to permit 
the Maryland Civil Court to use 
six-member juries instead of 12 
for civil trials, a procedure al¬ 
ready followed by the federal 
courts. 

Civil Court Jury Trials. State 
Questions #3 and #4 would re¬ 
quire that the amount of money 
in dispute would have to be $5,000 
or more in order for a jury trial 
to be requested instead of the 
present minimum of $500. 

Counity Charter Boards. State 
Question #5 would permit coun¬ 
ty charter boards to hav 2 a year 
and one-half instead of just a 
year in which to write a new 
charter for a county. Prince 
Georges already has & county 
charter. 

Counity Contingency Fund. 
County ballot question A would 
require the county council to set 
aside funds equal to three per¬ 
cent of the current county bud¬ 
get as a contingency fund which 
could be used only to deal with 
sudden, unexpected or unfore¬ 
seen conditions that create im¬ 
minent hazards to life, health or 
property and require immediate 
action. The contingency fund 
would have to be fully funded 
by FY 1996. 

County Budget Schedule. Coun¬ 
ty ballot question B, if approved, 
would amend the charter to set 
back the schedule of due dates 
for the county budget process 
by 15 days. The budget would 
have to be adopted by June 15 
instead of May 31-

late that in Greenbelt the Clin- 
ton-Gore ticket will garner more 
than the 58 percent that Demo¬ 
crats Michael Dukakis and Lloyd 
Bentsen received here in 1983. 
In 1984 the Democratic duo of 
Walter Moridale/Geraldine Fer¬ 
raro beat the Republican combi¬ 
nation of Ronald Reagan/George 
Bush 55.1 percent to 442 per¬ 
cent. In 1980 the Carter/Mondale 
ticket captured 48-3 percent of 
Greenbelt's vote with Reagan/ 
Bush collecting 37.6 percent. 

Clinton should also carry the 
county comfortably, where Demo¬ 
crats have increased their share 
of registered voters since 1983 
and Republicans show a loss. In 
the state, Republicans and Demo¬ 
crats both have gained since 
1988, with Republicans showing 
a greater increase. 

House Seat 

Since 1981, Democrat Stsny 
H. Hoyer has been a top vote- 
getter in the 5th Congressional 
District, thoroughly trouncing 
his opponents. In 1990, he chalk¬ 
ed up about 80 percent of the 
vote in Greenbelt and 81% in 
the District.

land, Hoyer is expected to win 
over his opponent, Republican 
Lawrence J. Hogan, Jr., presi¬ 
dent of Larry Hogan Associates, 
a commercial real estate brok¬ 
erage firm, and a delegate to four 
Republican National Conven¬ 
tions. While Hoyer, fourth rank¬ 
ing Democrat in the House and 
chair of the Democratic Caucus, 
should win big in Greenbelt, his 
margin of victory overall in re¬ 
drawn District 5 is expected to 
be less than in previous contests. 

The latest registration figures 
show that Democrats have a 
2 to 1 edge over Republicans, 
compared with 3.6 to 1 in the 
old district 

Running also in the 5th Dis¬ 
tricts Congressional race is In¬ 
dependent William D. Johnston 
HI, a patent attorney and en¬ 
vironmental advocate. 

Senate Race 

Jn the U-S, Senate race in¬ 
cumbent Barbara A. Mikulski, 
Democrat, is not expected to have 
trouble retaining her seat. Re¬ 
publican challenger Alan L. 
Keyes, who lost to Senator Paul 
H. Sarbanes in 1988, was found¬ 
er of National Taxpayer Action 
Day (October 1992) and in the 
lOSO’s served as assistant secre¬ 
tary of state for International 
Organizational Affairs.

Over the past four years 
Greenbelt's registered Democrats 
have*increased their share of the 
city's 9,236 registered voters by 
three percentage points. Repub¬ 
licans have sustained a loss of 
four percentage points and Inde¬ 
pendents increased their numbers 
by one. 

Variables in this election that 
may affect the margins in the 
presidential, senatorial and con¬ 
gressional races are the possible 
impact of the abortion referen¬ 
dum, anti-incumbency and voter 
attitudes toward negative cam¬ 
paigning. 

Election officials predict a 
turnout of about 80 percent in 
the county, where Democrats 
hold a 3-5 to I edge over Repub¬ 
licans. In Greenbelt where the 
margin of Democrats over Re¬ 
publicans is 2.7 to 1, the turn¬ 
out percentage could exceed that 
of the county. In 1988, 79.8 per¬ 
cent of Greenbelt's registered 
voters trekked to the four pre¬ 
cincts here, easily besting both 
the 1984 election turnout of 76.4 
percent and that of 1980, 76.1 
percent

House Specialties, Tempting 
Spices, Entice the Palate

The stark appearance of the India Cafe in the New 
Carrollton Mall, 7716 Riverdale Road, belies the high qual¬ 
ity of excellent Indian cuisine prepared by the chef. On 
entering the restaurant, one might be put off by the cafeter¬ 
ia-like atmosphere. The buffet, $4.75 at lunch and $5.95 at 
dinner, is arranged on steam tables and, at first, appears 
to be the only selection available. However, an extensive 
menu offers a wide variety of Indian specialties at reason¬ 
able prices. No entree on the dinner menu exceeds $4.99. 


The buffet offers three curry 
dishes, vegetable, chicken and 
meat. The latter might be lamb 
or goat. Also on the buffet are 
Naan, a delicious flat Indian 
bread, dessert and raita. Raita 
consists of potatoes or cucumber 
in a lightly spiced yogurt sauce. 

Although the buffet is inter¬ 
esting, I would order from the 
menu to truly sample the variety 
of Indian cooking as well as its 
freshness. Dishes cooked to or¬ 
der haven't sat on the steam 
table for prolonged periods of 
time. 

Many of tbe specialties of the 
house are prepared with a mix¬ 
ture of spices, often coriander, 
cumin seed, cinnamon, cloves, 
black pepper, cardamon, ginger, 
red chili, garlic and onion. All 
of these spices might not be 
used, but many are ground to¬ 
gether and mixed so subtly that 
there is no hint of overspicing. 

My companion enjoyed the 
tandoori chicken. This is one of 
the best known Indian dishes 
consisting of a skinned broiler 
leg, sprinkled with salt and lime 
juice, and marinated for at least 
12 hours. The marinade consists 
of spices such as ground ginger, 
garlic, green and red chilies, and 
saffron, which is responsible for 
the deep russet color. Red food 
coloring is also used. It is cook¬ 
ed in a special tandoor clay oven, 


which flavors the chicken with 
a kind of smoke that comes from 
the dripping of the marinade over 
the hot coals. It is served with 
a yogurt sauce. The dish was 
excellent 

I tried the marinated lamb 
cooked with spices and Basmanti 
rice, a long-grained rice with a 
delicate nutty flavor. Tender 
pieces of meat were combined 
with the rice, spices, raisins and 
almonds. It was a delightful 
dish. 

We also tried the samosas, 
triangular pastries filled with 
potatoes, peas and spices, and 
lightly fried. The pastry dough 
was flaky and delicious. A more 
unusual appetizer, Bhel Puri, is 
a mixture of crispy noodles, 
somewhat reminiscent of rice 
crispies, mixed with tomatoes, 
onions and spices, probably chili 
peppers. It was tangy and good. 

Another delight was the ma¬ 
sala tea, a black Indian tea 
mixed with cardamon and cloves, 
served in a steaming mug. 

The India Cafe is less than 
one year old. It is open seven 
days a week, from 11 a.m. to 
10 p.m., 11 p.m. on Saturdays. 
There is an outside entrance 
from the parking lot There are 
a number of vegetarian dishes 
on the menu, several kinds of 
curried dishes, south Indian spe¬ 
cialties, and desserts.

The Art of the Yard 

In a burst of energy (while 
trying to find a moment’s peace) 
I rode my bike around town- 
What a view. Walkers* joggers 
end bicyclers are right—cars go 
too fast for us to see what’s 


tucked away just beyond the 
street. Surrounded by metal and 
glass, it’s difficult to get much 
more than a glimpse of Green- 
belt’s gardens. Getting out of the 
car and slowing down is eye¬ 
opening. 

I have favorite gardens which 
I check on periodically when 
driving. On my bike I took a 
closer look at these landmarks 
and realized something: the tur¬ 
quoise Adirondack dhairs next to 
the pots of geraniums and those 
marigolds and alyssum spilling 
onto the sidewalk were no mere 
accidents—they were art. The 
yard’s owners are like painters 


before a canvas with fiowers 
in one hand, a trowel m the 
other and an idea in mind. Each 
yard is a painting: the city is 
a gallery on exhibit. 

On my tour I discovered two 
schools of landscape art: Yard 
Art and yardart Yard Artists 
are serious gardeners who order 
perennials from Park Seed, 
White Flower Farm and Wayside 
Gardens, then spend one month’s 
salary on annuals at Behnke’s 
each spring. They garden as if 
they were Claude Monet. On the 
other hand, yar&artists are close 
to the avant-garde in landscap¬ 
ing.

Cat Rabies Increase 

Cat rabies continues to increase 
in Maryland with 20 confirmed 
cases reported during the first 
nine months of the year com¬ 
pared to 15 cases in tlhe same 
period in 1991, according to the 
Maryland Veterinary Medical 
Association. 

Only one case of dog rabies has 
been reported so far in 1992 
according to Dr. Jane Brunt, of 
Towson, vice president of the 
association. 

“Rabies has been looked upon 
since ancient times as a disease 
of dogs," she said, “but we have 
seen a marked increase in cat 
rabies during the past five years. 
Of particular importance, Mary¬ 
land is reporting one of the 
highest incidences of cat rabies 
in the United States." 

Dr. Brunt said a prime reason 
for tlhe increase is that more 
cats than dogs roam free at 
night, prowling when raccoons 
and skunks also are about- The 
cats are exposed to the disease 
from these wild animals which 
have a high incidence of the dis¬ 
ease in their own populations. 
A total of 324 cases of rabies in 
raccoons and 34 cases in skurks 
were reported in Maryland dur¬ 
ing the first nine months of 
1992. 

Unlike dogs, Dr. Brunt added, 
cats are not normally supervised 
while outside the house. There 
are far fewer leash laws for cats 
that there are for dogs. 

To protect people and animals, 
Maryland's legislature enacted a 
law in 1985 requiring cats as 
well as dogs to be innoculated by 
a veterinarian against rfbies. 
When properly administered to 
a healthy pet at regular inter¬ 
vals, Dr. Brunt said, rabies vac¬ 
cine will protect almost every 
animal against the disease.

What’s Happening 

At Eleanor Roosevelt

How would you like to get 
away for two weeks and explore 
the culture and history of an¬ 
other land? That’s what Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School students 
will be doing this year as they 
visit their sister school in Japan. 

Principal Dr. Gerald Boarman, 
wfho has already been to the 
school on a trip two years ago, 
will be accompanying the stu¬ 
dents on what he calls an “in 
formative and interesting” trip 
and an opportunity for a “mar¬ 
velous education” for 20 fortu¬ 
nate students. 

During their two-week stay 
the group will be visiting Tokyo, 
Yokohama (where the school is 
located), Kyoto, and Hiroshima, 
as well as other major sites 
throughout Japan. They will also 
get a chance to observe the 
Japanese Diet, comparable to the 
congressional body of the United 
States, 

Dr, Boarman hopes that stu¬ 
dents will be able to “determine 
how different cultures go about 
education, life, leisure, and fam¬ 
ily,” and to “realize what is 
precious in America.” Dr. Boar¬ 
man stresses that ‘‘Regardless 
of culture, religion, and race, 
we are all basically the same.” 

Awards 

Linda Agreen, a dedicated 
mathematics teacher at Eleanor 
Roosevelt since its opening 17 
years ago, was recently the re¬ 
cipient of a very competitive 
teaching award. Agreen, a teach¬ 
er of Calculus, Statistics, and 
Algebra I, was one of three state 
finalists in the category of sec¬ 
ondary school math teachers, k 
national committee then selected 
her as the winner. She will rep¬ 
resent Maryland at an awards 
ceremony in Washington, D,C. 
this March. 

The school will receive a $7500 
grant to be used for mathematics 
instruction.

Cooper & Mohn Write Story 
Of the Greenbelt Cooperative 


A book has been recently published about the Greenbelt 
cooperative, Greenbelt Consumer Services, Inc. On Satur¬ 
day, November 7, at 3 p.m. at the Greenbelt Library, senior 
co-author and former Greenbelter Donald H. Cooper will 
present a copy of The Greenbelt Cooperative: Success and 
DecMne to the Tug-well Room of the library. 


Cooper, who wrote the 'book 
with Paul O. Mohn, advises that, 
“It is the story of people work¬ 
ing together in Roosevelt's New 
Deal town of Greenbelt, Maryland 
to provide for themselves goods 
and services and a feeling of 
community.” 

Growth and Death 

According to the book, first 
day sales in the temporary food 
store amounted to $11.45 for 24 
shoppers. That was in October 
1937. Then the cooperative spread 
into other areas of Maryland, 
the District of Columbia and Vir¬ 
ginia. By February 1968, Green- 
belt Consumer Services, Inc. op¬ 
erated 23 supermarkets in addi¬ 
tion to service stations and drug¬ 
stores, with annual sales of $42.5 
million—all owned and controlled 
by the consumer members. 

Sales reached $56 million in 
1976. Co-op membership reached 
138,000 in 1987, but by that time 
the Greenbelt Cooperative was 
operating only Scan furniture 
stores—13 of them. 

The member-owned cooperative 
survived many crises and achiev¬ 
ed important gains for local and 
national consumer protection be¬ 
fore its ignominious end in bank¬ 
ruptcy court in 1989. The story 
of the Greenbelt Co-op is not 
only a record of the growth and 
death of an unusual business 
enterprise but the drama of per¬ 
sonalities and human emotions. 
(Note: When the cooperative 
chose to close its grocery store 
and gasoline station in Green¬ 
belt in 1987, Greenbelt residents 
organized a new cooperative and 
raised sufficient capital and loans 
to purchase these facilities. The 
new cooperative, Greenbelt Con¬ 
sumer Cooperative, has success¬ 
fully operated at a profit since 
that time). 

Our Archives Used 

The Center for Cooperatives, 


University of California at Da¬ 
vis, has published two editions 
of the book. The 438-page edi¬ 
tion offers the uncut narrative 
of Cooper which relates the 
emotions of decision making by 
amateurs in the business world, 
the agonies and ecstasies of the 
many volunteer leaders- For this, 
Cooper, who was a former edi¬ 
tor, business manager and presi¬ 
dent of the Greenbelt Coopera¬ 
tive Publishing Association in 
the 1930s and '40s, relied exten¬ 
sively upon the old issues of 
The Greenbelt Cooperator, prede¬ 
cessor to the Greenbelt News Re¬ 
view, which are located in this 
paper's archives in the basement 
of 15 Parkway. 

The second part of this edi¬ 
tion is a business appraisal of 
what succeeded and what went 
wrong, which the authors sup¬ 
port with charts and graphs 
and comparison with a strong 
competitor in the Washington 
Metropolitan area. 

A 258-page edition has also 
been published which concen¬ 
trates on the business aspects 
of the cooperative which should 
be useful to readers interested 
in economics and business af¬ 
fairs. Either edition may be pur¬ 
chased through the National Co¬ 
operative Business Association, 
Publications Department, in 
Washington, D.O. For information

referendum to the voters of the City of Greenbelt.

GEAC Backs 5 Acre Lake

The status of the Greenbrook Lake project was the 
opening issue of the Greenbelt East Advisory Committee 
(GEAC) during its October 1 meeting. Members were less 
than satisfied with the progress being made by the city to 
see that the lake is developed. Concern was voiced by 
those attending regarding the lack of written documentation 
of the city’s position by Celia Wilson, Greenbelt’s Director 
of Planning and Development. 


Scouts Adopt a Pond 

The City of Greenbelt didn’t 
have an immediate need for 
Greenlbelt Girl Scouts to adopt- 
a-road, so the Girl Scouts turned 
to the county. “We’re real ex¬ 
cited about being the first group 
in the county to . . . adopt-a- 
pond!” said Service Unit Mana¬ 
ger Karen Yoho. 

The storm water management 
pond at Hanover Parkway and 
Ora Glen Drive is in need of 
litter pick up and signs will go 
up any day to announce the Giri 
Scouts’ service to the commun¬ 
ity. The first clean up is Satur¬ 
day, October 31, beginning at 
10 a.m. 

“The Greenbelt Girl Scouts 
can make a very positive contri¬ 
bution to the city and the County 
by assisting the County with its 
pond maintenance program at 
this site. The Girl Scouts will be 
beautifying a very visible part 
of Greenbelt!” said Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Council Chairman 
Richard J. Castaldi. 

The October 31 kick-off co¬ 
incides with Girl Scouts’ Found¬ 
er’s Day. Future clean-ups will 
be regularly scheduled, and all 
Girl Scouts, from Daisies to Sen¬ 
iors will participate. 


The committee discussed a 
September meeting about the 
lake before the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board and the Parks and 
Recreation Advisory Board, 
where Wilson had announced that 
“a wet pond was not going to 
happen.” This statement was 
based on a judgment by George 
Chactouris, county supervisor of 
the wetland permit section. 
GEAC Chairman Timothy Seeh- 
rist suggested that perhaps one 
approach to acquiring permits 
for a lake was to get elected 
federal officials involved. He 
hinted at possibly bringing the 
issue to the attention of Mary¬ 
land Congressman Steny Hoyer. 

GEAC also stressed concerns 
about the position of the city’s 
engineers on the environmental 
impact that the man-made ’ake 


would have on the surrounding 
area. The difficulty arises over 
the issue of whether the area 
is a wetlands, which would de¬ 
termine whether the project is 
to be presented to the U-S. Corps 
of Engineers as a wet pond or 
dry pond concept 

Greenbrook Village resident 
Chuck Dunlap stated that equally 
credentialed engineers can have 
differing opinions about whether 
a wet or dry pond is needed 
for the site. Richard Mills, also 
of Greenbrook Village, assessed 
the situation as a procedural 
issue. He called for requesting 
a permit to allow input on the 
plan so that all the key points 
could be addressed. 

Mills also suggested that the 
original five-acre plan proposed 
by Greenhorne and O’Mara be 
pursued. He said, “A well craft¬ 
ed permit based on the five-acre 
plan can be worked with and 
a fallback position cpn be sched¬ 
uled in the plan.” A motion to 
recommend filing a permit for 
the originally approved plan of 
July 1986 with five-acre lake was 
supported by the group. 

Greenbelt Road Median 

Supporting a previous letter 
from Windsor Green’s Sheldon 
Goldberg, Dorothy Pyles 
of Greenbriar sent a letter to 
Creston Mills, District Engineer 
for the State Highway Adminis¬ 
tration, opposing the elimination 
of the left turn lane that cur¬ 
rently allows traffic to exit and 
enter through the controversial 
Greenbelt Road and Frankfort 
Drive intersection. 

Greenwood Village would not 
give its support to the measure 
because of concerns that an al¬ 
ternate plan may increase the 
number of traffic lights to the 
affected area which might cause 
traffic flow problems, however, 
Greenwood Village’s Dan Lowery 
stated that if there was more 
clarification about the traffic 
lights, he might then be able 
to support the majority’s posi¬ 
tion.
